WASHINGTON, June 3 (A*) — 
Senator Hatch (D-NM» said today 
the threat of a new coal strike has 
increased the possibility that Pres­ 
ident Truman will sig n the union- 
restricting labor bill he is due to 
receive from Cong ress by the end 
of the m’eek. 
Tlie bill is certain to pass the 
House tomorrom* and is due to 
• reach the Senate later tomorrow or 
Thursday. 
Hatch talked with the President 
today, but would not discuss their 
conversation. But several Demo­ 
cratic members of tlie House Labor 
Committee mho are due to jee Mr. 
Truman 
tomcwrow 
already have 
said what they plan to talk about. 
They want a veto. 
Backers of the bill, however, say 
that even if the President refujcs 
to sig n the measure, both the House 
and Senate can raise the two-third.s 
vote necessary to override a veto. 
Both houses previously passed 
differing labor bills by more than 
a tmo-thirds majority. The pre.sent 
bill is a compromise between those 
two measures. 
Some of its key sections would; 
1. Authorize tlie g overnment to 
halt "national paralysis'* strikes, 
affecting public health and safety, 
throug h court orders g ood for 80 
days of mediation. 
2. Make it an unfair labor prac­ 
tice for unions to eng ag e in masi 
i picketing or violence on picket Hne*.

Southern Coal Operators offered 
today to boost the bituminous min­ 
er's pay to $ 12.70 for an eig ht-hour 
day of productive work if John L. 
Lemris would ag ree to wipe out the 
portal-to-portal travel allowance he 
won during the war. 
The wag e offer would g ive the 
inside day miner 85 cents mure th aj 
he now g ets fbr nine hours un­ 
derg round. The present pay for this 
mine-hour day includes compen­ 
sation at time and a half for one 
hour of such activities as traveling 
to the place of work and eating 
lunch. Under the new offer Lewis 
would have to sacrifice the orinci- 
ple of g etting such paymenu. 
Called Unrealistie 
United Mine Workers officials 
immediately in-anded Uie offer un­ 
realistic. While it was not rejeciKi 
immediately, little doubt was left 
that it would be turned down event­ 
ually. 
The operators told a news con­ 
ference that the wag e-hour law 
amendments sig ned by President 
Truman two weeks ag o, after an 
avalanche of nearly six billion dol­ 
lars in portal-to-portal pay suits 
in the courts, had eliminated the 
req uirement Uiat they pay for any 
but productive time. 
Their offer therefore was based 
on eig ht hours of productive time 
at the work face inside ithe mines. 
Lewis first obtained the portul- 
to-portal pay in his 1943 contracts, 
after wartime strikes and a near 
sliowdown fig ht with Uie late Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt. His claim was sub­ 
stantiated by the Supreme Court in 
decisions involving miners of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company and the Jewell Ridg e 
Coal Company. 
TTie coal operators admitted that 
even if the new statute relieved 
them of responsilrflity for continu­ 
ing the portal-to-portal payments 
there was nothing to stop them from 
ag reeing to it in a contract with 
Lewis. The UMW chief is hardly 
likely to g ive it up without a lig ht, 
in the private opinion of thoaa near 
the neg otiaUons. 
Lewis’ contract talks with North­ 
ern and Western operators oo'lap- 
sed Saturday in disag reement over 
his demand for $ 13.05 pay for an 
eig ht-hour day, which would In­ 
clude (me hour at Ume and one- 
half for underg round travel and 
another 30 minutes of non-produc- 
tive lunch Ume. 
North-WesI Offer $ 11.35 
Tlie North-West Op(>rators coun­ 
tered wiUi an offer of $ 11.35—fifty 
cents under the present daily pay— 
for eig ht hours underg round which 
would include one hour at lime 
and one-half for travel and eaUng . 
Lewis rejected the North-West 
Operators’ offer. 
However, neg otiations with the 
SouUierners. who demanded sep­ 
arate conference« , are technically 
sUU alive. Committees representing 
the union and the operators are to 
meet at 10 a. m. tomorrow as 
usual, "under the rules of the con­ 
ference."

Flash Floods Make 


Hundreds Homeless 


Ib jr Ttec A » » » ri« te(l P r« M ] 
Hundreds of persons fled from 
lowland homes and transportation 
arteries were smashed at many 
points yesterday (’Tuesday) as heavy 
rains sent flash floods swirling into 
communities in Ohio and North­ 
eastern states. 
The downpours, which rang ed up 
to four Inches, struck first in Ohio, 
then surg ed across Northwest Penn­ 
sylvania. upstate New York, Ver­ 
mont and New Hampshire. 
The steadiest rains since di.sas- 
trous floods of 20 years ag o better­ 
ed away bridg es, g rounded com­ 
munications lines and washed out 
roads in the vicinity of Rutland, Vt. 
The Passumpsic nver at St. Johns- 
bury, Va., rose 30 inches above nor­ 
mal and threatened to burst out of 
its banks. 
Thirty families in the Miami Riv­ 
er Valley north of Dayton, Ohio, 
were rescued in boats by firemen 
and volunteer workers. Other per­ 
sons were moved to safety on hig h­ 
er g round at Snyderville, Columbus 
and Garfield Heig hU, a Cleveland, 
suburb*.

June 3 OF) — A 
story of a gray market steel rack­ 
et in which forged letters on stolen 
Bethlehem Steel Company station­ 
ery are used to fleece would-be 
buyers was told today by a Senate 
Subcommittee and its counsel. 
The small business subcommittee, 
which has been investigating the 
steel supply situation, said in a 
statement that Bethlehem officials 
gave it “the amazing story of a 
theft of company letters and other 
material*’ from a Philadelphia sales 
office.

The statement added th at the 
company had “no proof* of a con­ 
nection between the theft and un­ 
substantiated 
“confirmation** 
of 
I orders now showing up at 
various points, but It added: 
“These 
confirmations 
are 
on 
Bethlehem letterheads and bear al­ 
leged farted names of sales offi­ 
cials.** 
Raymond Dickey, chief counsel 
to the committee, told a reporter 
the men Involved are from the East 
Coast, and he said the alleged 
scheme works this way: 
Certain persons approach a would 
be buyer, show him a purported 
confirmation of an order on a Beth­ 
lehem letterhead. With this, they 
induce him to sign an “irrevocable 
and 
uncancellable" 
contract 
for 
steel at HIO a ton, saying “we are 
not going to gouge you,** 
(The present normal mill price Is 
approximately IOO a ton, knit the 
committee has found evidence of 
many gray market transactions— 
those outside the regular market— 
in which prices ranged as high as 
$260.) 
Ask Par Guarantee 
Some time after the contract is 
signed, Dickey continued, the self- 
styled brokers again approach the 
would-be purchaser and ask him for 
a nominal guarantee of $1 a ton as 
an indicttion of his ability to pay 
and as a forfeiture lf he cancels the 
order. 
The time of delivery is left In­ 
definite. Dickey said, so that five 
years or so in the future the victim 
may be offered the steel for which 
he has contracted. 
If in the meantime the price of 
steel drops to a normal of around 
$60 a ton, he continued, the victim 
will refuse to accept the $110 steel 
and forfeit his $l-a-ton deposit. 
While the deposit appears to be 
small, Dickey said, the ring has al­ 
ready accepted orders for approxi­ 
mately 1,000.000 tons and has col­ 
lected at least $22,000 in deposits.

The steadiest rains since disas­ 
trous floods of 20 years ago batter­ 
ed away bridges, grounded com 
munications lines and washed out 
roads in the vicinity of Rutland, Vt.

OCKY MOUNTAIN s p o t t e d 
fev er is a d isease with a mis­ 
lead in g Utle. The d isord er was 
d iscov ered 
origin ally 
in 
the 
western states an d , at that time, 
the authorities had n o id ea that it 
existed elsewhere. 
But ev en tually 
physician s en coun tered the malad y 
in all secUon s of the coun try. Con ­ 
sequen tly when a Georgian or Pen n ­ 
sylv an ian d ev eloped the affliction 
he would thin k it od d sin ce he had 
n ot v isited the west. 
TTie ailmen t is grouped with the 
rickettsial in fection s an d is related , 
tlierefore. to typhus an d Q fev ers. 
In all of these d iseases the sufferer 
has been bitten by a blood suckin g 
in sect; m the Rocky moun tain v a­ 
riety, a tick is gen erally to blame. 


As a rule, four to eight d ays 
elapse before symptoms appear. The 
early man ifestation s resemble in ­ 
fluen za—loss of appeUtc. chills, pain 
in the muscles an d join t*, head ache, 
an d a slight cough. Then the tem­ 
perature moun ts, becomin g pro­ 
gressiv ely higher as each d ay passes. 
By the en d of a week or two it may 
reach 104 d egrees P. Durin g this 
period the patien t is restless an d 
often d ev elops n ausea an d v omit­ 
in g. After three weeks the mercury 
begin s to fall an d when it registers 
n ormal, the feelin g of well bein g 
return s 
The characteristic feature of the 
d isturban ce is the appearan ce of the 
rash, which crops out on the third 
d ay of the Illn ess. It start* on the 
wrists an d an kles an d exten d s rap­ 
id ly to the remain d er o f the bod y. 
The lesion s resemble measles iii 
that they are rosy red in color, 
in timately they become d arker un ­ 
til they v an ish en tirely.

Right To Work Not Prote c te d 


Unde r Compromis e Labor Bill

WASHINGTON, Jun e 3.- If Wil­ 
liam Oiecn , presid en t of the AFL, 
or Philip Murray, pre.sld ciit of the 
CIO, should again call the pro|X)sed 
labor law a "slav e labor” measure, 
they certain ly mill n ot be referrin g 
to tlie effect ol the con feren ce bill 
on thr tin lon .s but much more to 
tlie effect on (» erson .s mho are n ot 
members of tiie un ion . 
For the n ew bill n either guar­ 
an tees n or protects the right to 
work while it specifically extols the 
right to quit mork. Nowhere in the 
en tire measure can a sin gle plirusa 
be foun d that protfiis the Amer­ 
ican worker who ^aiius to cross a 
picket lin e or v ;ho wan ts to be safe­ 
guard ed again st v iolen ce in mass 
picketin g. 
liefen d crs ol 
the measure say 
that the bill con tain s a prov ision 
which d eclares it i.s an "un fair labor 
practice ” lor a un ion or its agen t* 
"to restxain or coerce employees” 
blit un fortun ately that lan guage is 
limited so that it refers on ly to 
restrain t* or coercion agn iiust em­ 
ployes In the exercise oi their rights 
of self-organ ization . A worker, to 
be sure, can ’t be forced in to a un ion 
an y more if the n ew bill become.s 
law but, in the future as in the 
past, a worker gets n o protection 
from tlw fed eral gov ern men t in hus 
right to work. 
I'an Jail Ein ployrr 
The » iieclous argumen t was mad e 
in the d ebate on the bill that this 
isn ’t a matter lor fed eral jxilice 
power. Yet the en ijiloycr can be put 
in Jail if he Imports strikebreakers 
from an other state. The fed eral 
police power has been ' In v oked in 
this in stan ce by Con gress, so there 
can be n o excuse for the con ten tion 
that policin g in labor d isputes is 
left en tirely to the states. 
It is bein g argued by d efen d ers 
of the con feren ce bill, moreov er, 
that a worker has a right to join 
or to refrain from an y un ion activ i­ 
ties an d that this may be stretched 
to in clud e a ban on ma.ss picketin g. 
This would mean that the Nation al 
Labor Relation s Board would ha\e 
to rule that crossin g a mass-pu kct- 


iug lin e Is reiramhig from un ion 
activ ity, but that seems a bit lar- 
feU’hed for llie courts to swallow 
in the absen ce of an y specific fed ­ 
eral prohibition of mass picketin g. 
Un ion workers a* in d iv id uals ara 
protected absolutely again .?! in jun c­ 
tion * or an y other clause of Uie pro­ 
posed labor law, for if an y worker 
quits he can ’t be pun ished for so 
d oin g. The lan guage of this pro­ 
v iso w’hlch effectually puts an en d 
to the cry about "slav e labor” for 
un ion men is as follows: 
"Nothin g in this act shall be 
con .strued to require an in d iv id ual 
employee to ren d er labor or serv ice 
witliout hl.s con sen t, n or shall an y­ 
thin g in this act be con strued to 
make the quittin g of his labor by 
an in d iv id ual employee an Illegal 
act; n or shall an y court issue an y 
process to compel the performan ce 
by an in d iv id ual employee of such 
labor or serv ice, without his con ­ 
sen t; n ot shall the quittin g of labor 
by an employe or employes in good 
faith berau.se of abn ormally d an ­ 
gerous con d llion .s for work at the 
place of employmen t of such em­ 
ploye or employe.s be d eemed a 
strike un d er this act." 
Sid esteps 5lain Iwues 
Tliis opeiLs the gates wid e tor 
in d iv id uals to quit work if they 
d on ’t wan t to cro.ss a picket lin e. 
They can argue that they d o n ot 
wish to take the risks of v iolen ce 
in "abn ormally d an geiou.s con d i­ 
tion s.” The abov e prov ision abso­ 
lutely red ucc.s to absurd ity the n a­ 
tion -wid e an n oun cemen ts by the 
labor-un ion lead ers that the n ew 
legislation is a "slav e labor” bill an d 
that, by the in jun ction process, men 
can be compelled to work again st 
their will. 
Maybe It was because the un ion s 
raised such a fuss about "slav e 
labor” that they got a bran d -n ew 
prov ision in the con feren ce bill, for 
n owhere in the Wagn er Act ’wa* 
there such a sweepin g protection for 
the in d iv id ual worker again st "in ­ 
v olun tary serv itud e.” 
The legislators hav e brought forth 
a bill that sign ifican tly sid esteps

Meddling In Europe's Affairs 
Is Criticized By Kennedy *

Former Ambassador Joseph P. 
Kennedy says that 30 years of med­ 
dling in the affairs of Europe have 
gotten us exactly nowhere. Is he 
right or wrong? 
The world has 19.000.000 men un­ 
der arms today.
